Hefore They Were Hanged — Governor

OfloooD, Ind., Sept 16.— InomiMd 
nnmeroni depredaUons, repeated borg- 
lariei and daylight robberies, the people 
of Ripley county, Ind., have taken the 
law into their own hands and meted 
out to the perpetrators a pmiiBhmeut 
iy greater than prorided by the law. Five 
men, who hare long bam a tenor to 
the dtixmis of thii connty, met their 
death at the hands of an enraged popu- 
lace and when the citizens of Vt rsailles, 
the county scat, arose yesterday iiiorii- 
inK, it was to tiiid the budies of tive 
men dangling from as many limbs of 
an elm tree in the center of the public 
square. Stout ropes, not over six feet 
in length, had served to Bend each to 
his eternity, and their feet were but a 
few inches from the gi-ound, while their 
hands and feet had been secorely piU' 
ioned with strong ropes. 

Yersailles is a town of lomlB 800 peo- 
ple. It is one of the oldest in the state, 
and although it is Hre miles from a 
railroad station and has no telegraphic 
communication with the outside world, 
as have more pretentions towns of the 
connty, it is still the connty saat. For 
fonr or five years, and even longer, 
farmers of the connty have been the 
Tictims of a lawless gang, who, appa- 
rently lacking in fear, have plied their 
vocation to the terrw of the people, for 
they seemingly have had no visible 
means of earning a living. Farmers 
would come into town with a bunch of 
cattle or load of farming products, and 
next morning they would be found 
along the roadside, suffering from a 
wound and minus the prooeeda of their 
■ale. Old German fanners hav^ been 
visited and both men and women have 
been subjected to all the torturei that a 
hardened mind could stand. Aged Ger- 
man women were forced to stand upon a 
redhot stove in an effort to compel them 
to disclose the hiding place of some 
treainre in the house. These dep- 
redations have continued unceasingly. 

During the past week robberies had 
increased alarmingly. On last Satur- 
day word was received by the sheriff 
that the store of Wooley Brothers at 
Correct, Ind., 10 miles from here, was 
to be entered. The information was 
given by one of the gang's confederates, 
who had been under suspicion. Sheriff 
Henry Bushing arranged that his in- 
formant should accompany them and 
securing five deputies they went to the 
place. Sheritl' Bushing concealed him- 
self in the cellar, while hi8 deputies 
were stationed at a convenient distance 
outside. Shortly after muluight, the 
gang reached Wooley Brothers" store. 
Cliflord Gordon and the slierift's in- 
formant were designated to break into 
the building, tiordon himself enected 
an entrance and just as he stepped in 
side the sherill' ^rr.lbed him. Both 
pulled pistol.s at the naniu tune and be- 
gan lirin;.'. P.ert Andrews was with 
the robbi rs and he, too, joined in the 
fusillade, \^ III le tlie depaties -oame tO 
the assista.'ire of the sheritl'. 

Some 8 ) fchdt.-) were tired. Th(> fcher- 
iff was shot through the hand and », or- 
don was shot several times. Three 
pistol balls entered his body and lie was 
also shot in the le^. Cioidoii and An- 
drt iVB succeeded in eseaping and came 
to Us(,'(i()d, where tliey were arrested. 
The robbers h:'.d dnven out of the place 
in a buggy belou^'uig to Lyle Levi, and 
from informatuii subseijuently gath- 
ered it was learned that tne robberv 
had been planned at the home of Wil- 
liam Jenkins. The two latter were ar- 
rested as accessories. All were taken to 
the jail at Versailles. Henry .Schulter, 
>'4 years, was put in the jail for robbing 
the barber shop at Osgood last week. 
Levi was o7 years of age, Gordon 33, 
Andrews 80 and Jenkins 27. 

While the oitixens have not been able 
to fix the various robberies upon these 
men they were thought to be part of a 
gang that has committed most of them. 
When it became known that they were 
in jail it was quietly suggested by the 
victims and sympatmzers that "justice" 
ba summarily dealt the prisoners. It 
was 1 o'clock yesterday morning when 
horsemen seemed to come from all 
quarters and dismounted . on a hillside 
near Versailles. Little time waa lost, 
for the details had been prearranged. 
Quietly about 400 mMi marched into 
tne town. 

The jail was in charge of William 
Kwaih, Sheriff Bushing's brother-in- 
law, the former being at homa on ac- 
count of his injury. In frdnt of the 
jail proper is the residence, and in that 
w«M Aeting Jailer Kenan and Robert 
Bamett, Wuliat^ Block and lien Wen- 
mL_ deputies. 

Shortly before S o'clock there was a 
knook at the door, and when Kenan 
and others opened the door they were 
presented with pistols by three masked 
men and asked to tun over the keys. 
This they did. and tlfen the mob filed 
into the jail. Threef of the prisoners, 
Levi, Jenkins and Sbulter, were on the 
lower floor, while Qordon ai^ Andrews 
were in the upper tier. Levi, Jenkins 
and Shulter showed fight, and the 
fonner was shot through the breast, 
while the skulls of the two Utter were 
crushed vrith a stool. 
. Hopes were in readineu, and adjust- 
ing a noose around the nsok of each, 
thejkr feet and hands werepinioned, and 
then the march began. They were not 
oanled, but with several men at the end 
of #ach rope, the five prisoners were 
diHged a distaiuse of 200 feet to an elm 



tree, wnere their bodies were suspeno- 
ed. It is said Levi, Jenkins and Shulter 
were dead before they reached the 
place. Death resulted from hanging in 
the case of Qordon and Andrews. 

OoTernor 31<>ant MAd« 

Indianapiii.i.s, Sept. 16.— Governor 
Mount has sent the following to the 
sheriff cf Kipley oounty : "Wire me at 
onoe the particulars of the lynching 
that has .occurred in your ooun^. I 
further direct that von proceed imme- 
diately with all tne power yon can 
command to bring to justice all parties 
guilty of participating in the murder of 
the five men alleged to hare been 
lynched. Such lawlessness is intolera- 
ble and all the power of the state, if 
neocssary, will be vigorously emplo/ed 
for the arrest and punismnent of all 
parties imphcated."

Other SufferloB In Dawaon 
That of Rancer. 

Seattle, Wash., Sept. 16.— Hope for 
those who have friends in the Klondike 
is held out by Frank Gryder, who came 
down on the steamer Humboldt after 

having spent five years in the Yukon. 
He does not believe there will be any 
deaths from starvation, though he ad- 
mits that food will be scarce. Cryder 
says that lack of shelter is a more seri- 
ous condition oonfironting the miners in 
the gold bdt than starvation. He 
states that the closing of the company 
stores at Dawson was a temporary ex- 
pedient merely to prevent speculators 
from cornering all the provisions in the 
country and thereafter holding supplies 
at fabulous prices. 

"It is not proposed to allow this." 
continued Oryder. "The n^ners have 
determined that any man selling food 
mnst do so at the company's prices. 
These are fixed and will not be allowed 
to go higher. Where so many people 
are together and can interchange. fcKMi 
goes a long way. An outfit that would 
la.st one man a year can be made to hold 
out 18 months by judiciouft trading. 
Do not understand that I am advising 
anyone to go there this winter. 1 am 
simply stating these f;ict> to ciuourage 
those who have friends in tli'^ north 
Lack of shelter will, in niy opinion, be 
responsible for more sufTeriny iu the 
Klou{like than will famine.

A BOY'S TEWWIB Lg DEED. 
He Aociiientaiiy Kiiu Oaa Brother aad 
Scverelj Woands AaMber. 

Wabash, Ind., Sept. 16.— Last even- 
ing, near Lagro, this county, Chester, 
the 11-year-old son of George Porter, 
accidentally shot and killed Everet, his 
6-year-old brother, and seriously wound- 
ed Forrest, another brother, 4 years 
old. The children were alcme in the 
house, and as the mother approached 
she heard the report of a shotgun. 

She found Everet on the floor with 
his head §lmo6t severed from his body. 
A heavy charge of shot had torn away 
his neck. Chester was running around 
the room screaming, and when quieted 
said he had found tne gun, pointed it at 
Everet and it was discharged. Forrest 
had part of his cheek torn away, and 
the wadding and one shot lodged iu his 
ear. 

EnforelBg th* Ftoh Laws. 

Booth Bind. Ind., Sept. 16.— E. E. 
Earle, deputy state fish commlslioner, 
of Lafayette, has been doing his duty 
in this locality in the enforci'ment of 
the fish law.

New ORI..EANS, Sept. 16.— So far at 
least as New Orleans is concerned, the 
yellow fever situation has materially 
improved and ther* is less anxiety than 

at any time since Monday among the 
health officials, encouraging them to 
believe that by no means have th^y lost 
control of the situation, and that it is 
quite within the range of probability to 
expect that within a short time the su- 
perior qiuurantine and sanitary methods 
employed will prevail and crush out the 
bronze visitant 

There were SO eases reported to the 
board of health for inrestimtion Tester- 
day. Of these, two are still under in- 
vestigation, two were reported as sus- 
picious and as requiring further diag- 
nosis, 14 were found to ■ be harmless 
cases of fever and two were pronounced 
genuine yellow fever. Of these two, 
one is the case of an old French batcher, 
Herman Dartois, living on Madison 
street, in the immediate vicinity of the 
French market, and whose case was 

Prematurely reported as yellow fever, 
'he second case is that in the Tour in- 
firmary, one of the semi-private hos- 
pitals of the citv. The latter patient 
was token to the hospital Mondar from 
Poidras and Rampart streets, in this 
city. These two cases are the only 
ca.se8 which the physicians have been 
able to trace to Ccean Springs. 

At Tour there are some 20«) sick pi^o- 
ple, and the utmost caution is being dis- 
played in order to prevent any pos.sible 
spread of the disease.

EDWARDS IS INFECTED. 

Sevtn Oeunine Caeei of Vellow Fev< r anil 
^ Many Suapectf. 

JACK80N, Miss., Sept. 16.— All the 
fears of the oitiiMis of Jackson in re- 
gard to' the sickness prevalent at Ed- 
wards have been realized. Dr. Uuiter- 

as, the government exjjert, has con- 
firmed many cases of yellow fever and 
says there are many Bnsj>«>cts. First 
the cases were reported as malarial 
fever, then after a time they became 
dengue fever. Another wait and they 
were pronounced suspioidus, and finally 
declared to be the genuine yellow fever. 
During all this time the diseasa has 
been spreading rapidly at the rate of 
five or six - new cases daily until thera 
are now 40 coses in existence at Ed- 
wards. The evolution of the disease 
from malarial to yellow fever was such 
that the people now regard dengue as 
simply a more oonvenient term than 
yellow fever. 

Report says that the disease has also 
appeared at Clinton and Smiths, towns 
near Edwards. The state board has or- 
dered the discontinuance of trains on 
the Woodville (Miss ) branch of the 
Ya/oo and Mississippi Valley road. . 

It is stated that an expert hss bsen 
re'iuested to proceed to Nittayma, 
Miss., to investigate the case of Malcom 
Cameron, who came from Edwards, 
and to completely isolate the case. 

Yazoo City, Miss., has issued orders 
for a shotgun quarantine to be enforced. 
No trains are allowed to stop e.tcept to 
exchange mails at the (juarantine sta- 
tions. No passengers are allowed to 
leave the train at all. and all mail and 
express must be fumigated. (Jiiards 
armed to the teeth are i)laced along the 
county boundaries, but in spite of these 
rigid rules t-everal have managed tf> get 
in, some even coming from infect(d 
districts. Two drnmniers who came 
Monday, were taken >estcTday and put 

in quarantine. 

Chattaaooga UiuiraatUM4. 
Chattanooga, Sept. 16.— The city 
and connty boards of health held a 
meeting yesterday and passed a resolu- 
tion providing that on and after Satuy- 
day, Sept. 18, all persons and baggage 
entering Chattanooga upon any railroad 
be re(iaired to have a certificate signed 
by some reputable health ottlcer, siiow- 
ing that jiasseuger and baggage have 
not been c.v posed to yellow fever infec- 
tion, or have not been in any locality 
infected with yellow feVST tiOt 18 days 
from the date of entry. 

Flocking Into Atlanta. 
Atlanta, Sept. 16 — Yellow fever 
refugees poured into the city yesterday. 
During the day three special cars of 
refugees came in from New Orleans and 
other Infeoted points. One car was 
filled with the troops fkom Jackson 
barracks, in New Orleans. This stopped 
here bnt a few minvtss and then passed 
on through to Ohiekamauga National | 
park, where they will camp. 

fpanUh Troops For Cnba. 

Madrid, Sept. 16.— The war depart- 
ment is conoentsating 6,000 troops with 
the intention of immediately dispatch- 
ing them as rsinforoamsats to tha Span- 
ish army in Cuba. 



LUETGERT TRIAL RESUMED. 

Mere Daaiaffint EvMeaee Predaced hr 

tlie fltate. 

C;ii( A(in, .'^ept. 10. — Juror John Iv 
Fowler, Jr.. whose sudden illness last 
Monday caused a rece.ss in the trial (>f 
Adolph L. Lnetgert, alleged wife-mur- 
derer, has so far recovered that the trial 
was resumed. The evidence given 
weighed heavily against Lnetgert, and 
no more damaging testimony has l)oeii 
given against him th:in that from Pro- 
fesBr>r tieorge A. Dorsey of the Field 
Columbian mu.senm, who wa^ on tlie 
stand in the afternoon, (ihe of the 
bones foutid in tlie san.-age factory was 
shown him. and in tiie nir>8t positive 
manner, and without a particle of hesi- 
tation, he pronounced it to ho the upper 
portion of the left thiKh bone of a 
woman. He said that the formaTion of 
the npper end of tlie bone proved with- 
out any question that it was the femur 
of a woman. The bone had the appear- 
aiK-e of having b«en burned, and As- 
sistant State's Attorney McEwen put 
the question to the wit less : 

"Could a solution of caustic potasli 
have protluced the burnt eHeot you have 
pointed out on the bone?" 

The reply of the witness was emphat- 
ic and immediate. 

"In my judgment it could." 

The evidenix' was a hard blow to the 
defei.se, and Luetgert scowled black at 
the witness. 

Professor Dorsey al«o identified a 
bone shown him as the left temporal 
bone of a woman. 

Professor Norval H. Pierce identified 
the bones in a manner similar to that of 
Professor Dorsey. 

Luetgert pi(>ked up both pieces of the 
bones which are said to have been 
foodn iu his t-ausage factory and e.x- 
amined them with a scowl upon his 
heavy features. The positive testimony 
of the two experts troubled the big san- 
sagemaker. 

The carte of the prosecution is nearing 
the end. Assistant State's Attorney 
MuEwen stated hut night that the state 
would rest its case oy Saturday at 
noon.

AN ENGLI SH VIEW OF IT. 

The London TIiiii'h Ha* a Solution For 
the C'ul>an ^ueiitlon. 

London, Sept. 10.— The Times corre- 
spondent at San Sebastian comments 
upon the "almost complete indifference 
displayed by representative men re- 
garding the extremely critical p<^litical 
situation." Continuing, he said : "Min- 
isters, generals, diplomatists and pub- 
lic mm of all parties and of every va- 
riety of opinion merely shrug their 
shouldars when Cuba is mentioned. 
The present government is weak in the 
extreme ; but there is no sign that the 
Liberals are better ormnised. 

"Captain General Weyler will prob- 
ably be retained in Ouba out of aefer- 
ence to the personal wishes of the late 

gremier, Senor Oanovas del Castillo, 
ut experience forces the conviction 
that Caba will never be pacified by mil- 
itary operations. The question arises 
whether the United States could be in- 
duced to stop American supplies to the 
insurgents. If so, thebe u no doubt 
that the rebellion would soon collapse. 
The difficulty wonld be great ; but 
the question ought seriously to occupy 
the attention of the Spanish states- 
men."

General Gary Fkvors 
KutablUhment. 
Wa.«hin(»T()n, Sept. 10.— Postmaster 
General Gary is devoting considerable 
attention these days to an investigation 
of the wisdom -of establishing postal 
savings banks. When in the last con- 
gress a bill was sent to him providing 
for such institJtions he declined to in- 
dorse it because, as he said, he had not 
had an opportunity to investigate tha 
subject. He has since taken up the 
matter, reading all the literature bear- 
ing upon it he oould procure and seek- 
ing opportnnit;^ to discuss its merits 
with those familiar with it. The resnlt 
is that he has become convinced of both 
the wisdom and the utility of postal 
savings institutions and has decided to 
have a bill prepared providing for their 
establishment and to recommend i*s 
passage by congress. 

In all probability ha will treat the 
subject in his annual raportatsome 
length. Ha has not ye* oMdsd upon 
the details of any phu, but will soon 
give his attention to them. 

A~ TE RRIBLE FALL. 

Ten Men Drop Over Five Hnadred Feet 

In a Mine Shaft. 

NAVTiroKE, Pa., Sept. 10. — The cage 
in which 10 men were being lowered 
into shaft No. 2 of the Alden CkMtl com- 
pany suddenly dropped to tha bottom 
of the shaft Bight of the men were 
severely injured and the injuries of four 
may prove fatal. 

The shaft is 5^0 feet deep. The cage 
had started down the shaft and the en- 
gineer losing control of the machinery, 
it dropped to the bottom at terrific 
speed. The steel cage itself was broken 
and twisted, and the man nanowly es- 
caped instant death.

LovDox, O., t^ept. 10.— Not since 18.")4 
has London ha<l such a conflagration as 
broke out yesterday, about 10 o'clock, in 
the rear of E. J. Gold & Company's 
planing mill. Everything being dry, it 
was soon in flames and the efforts of the 
firemen to check it wore fruitless. The 
flames spreaa to the 2-story block south, 
occupied by John Welsh and Tony 
Bescher, saloonists, and also to the 2- 
story livery bam of E. B. Bridgman, 
which were completely gutted. 

On the opposite side of the street the 
buildings of Gus Paine and Phonosdam, 
M. Riley's warehouse and the Big Four 
railroad property were greatly dam- 
aged. All the small buildings bock to 
Oak street, including residences, were 
damaged. 

The London waterworks failed al- 
most completely and the old city fire 
etigines were put to work. For a time 
it appeared that the whole city would 
be lost. The air was calm, being the 
onl.v preventative. 

The Columbus and Springfield fire 
departments were telegraphed for aid 
and resiionde.I. The Springfield depart- 
ment was the tirst to arrive with big 
corps of firemen and did excellent 
work. 

A nnniber of firemen were injured, 

but not fatally.

Kpnfa( ky Crop"* Solff ring From thf Drouth. 
Cera And Tobacco Danaged -Weekly 
BalletlaefWedtlerBareML 



[For Week Ending aeptimber 18th.) 
As the end of the erop-grosrlag 
approaches tite prospect for all OOtstand- 
ing crops diminisbea. The sea a on was 
foar weeks backwards at the start, bat it 
is coming to a close with a very rapid 
pace, and, if the weather continues hot 
and dry for one more week, all crops will 
be harvested by October 1st, which is the 
usual lime for winding up work on the 
Kentucky farm. The only work then 
nnflnisheiil will be the breaking of land 
for wheat, which has been suspended in 
all i)art8 of the State on account of the 
exceedingly hard and dry condition of 
the soil. 

Three weeks aao the prospects were 
favorable of nearly two-thirds of the 
average yield of tobacco in the entire 
State and about three-fourths of a good 
year's crop of corn, except in the drouth- 
stricken counties of the Green river 
valley, where the corn prospect scarcely 
exceeded half a crop. But the weather 
conditions since that time have been so 
extremely hot and dry that the prospects 
for these crops, which were short from 
the beginning, must now be reduced by 
at least one-fifth. 

Not a drop of rain occurred in any part 
of the State this week. Only a few light 
showers at scattered points have fallen 
since August 22. Drouth, which a few 
weeks ago was confined exclusively to 
the Western section, has spread so as to 
include the central portion, and is grad- 
ually aflecting the Eastern section. 
Crops, however, in the eastern half of 
the t<tate are in much better condition 
than those of the western half, and, 
therefore, the aub-division that wu 
made last week will be used again in this 
report. 

The average daily maximum tempera- 
ture over the State for the week was 97°. 
The daily mean temperature averaged 
ten degrees above the normal. This is 
an extraordinary spell of hot weather, 
and for so late a period is without pre- 
cedent on climatic records. Until re- 
cently the farmers had grave apprehen- 
sion that frost would arrive before their 
crops would mature. But unless frost 
comes within the next ten days it can 
add but very little to the damage already 
done by excessive heat. Scarcely a cloud 
has passed before the sun to obscure its 
burning rays even for a moment during 
the past ten days. As a result those 
crops which, though backward, were 
growing luxuriantly, have matured rap- 
idly, while those that were afflicted by 
drouth are buined beyond possible re- 
covery from future rains. 

Western Section.— The situation in 
this section is that of the most serious 
drouth that has occurred in Kentucky for 
many years. With few exceptions re- 
ports are very discouraging. Ponds and 
creeks have gone dry, and even the 
springs and wells are fast yielding up 
their last drop, making the lot of man as 
miserable af that of the beast. Tattle 
have to be driven in some instances ten 
miles to water. In other placea water is 
bein^ hauled to thom. Stock is suffering 
and looking poorly. Pastures are ex- 
hausted, and farmers are feeding cattle 
on corn, which in localities is worthless 
except as fodder. Corn on the up-lands 
will not make one-third crop. In bottom 
lands it may make one-half. This esti- 
mate is based on the variable appear- 
ances of the fields. When e.Tamined the 
ears are found to be small and the grain 
light and chafly. Thus the prospect di- 
minishes. Late corn is almost a total 
failure. About one-half the tobacco is 
now cut in this section. Most of it had 
to be cut green, as it was firing so badly. 
Altogether it will not make one-third of 
a good Ttsr's crop. "Gardens are a thing 
of the past." No plowing for wheat has 
yet been done. Fruits ate rotting and 
falling fast. 

Pastern Section.— Apparently in antic- 
ipation of continued dry weather farmers 
in this section have also begun cutting 
their tobacco whether ripe or unripe. A 
large amount of tobacco, which was ripe 
before cutting, has been laid away in tol- 
erably good condition. Fully one-tbird 
the entire crop has been put to the knife, 
and the remaining portion is either ma- 
turing or yellowing so rapidly that, it is 
said, it will all be housed before October 
Ist. Corn in this section has all along 
been spotted. Since dry weather came 
it has begun to vary with the high and 
low lands. Late corn will be cut very 
short unless rain comes soon. The early 
planted is maturing rapidly under the 
hot sunshine prevailing, and will make 
about three-fourths of a cro|f. Much of 
it is already in shock and cutting is in 
progress. Foddering is also under way. 
A fair crop of sorghum is about made up. 
Pastures are beconiinu low, and com- 
plaint of scarcity ol stock water is quite 
general. Drouth is fast taking firm hold 
on this section, although at present crop 
prospects are 40 per cent. b(>fter tlian in ' 
the Western r>ectioii. 'I'lirnip-" are '"'the 
poor condition, and so are both lr\nh and I 
sweet potatoes.

Mr. J. G. Bailey, the Kepublicaa nomi- 
nee for (Serk of the Court of Appeala, 
do)s not seem to have succeeded very 
'well in enlistinft Gov. Bradley's friends 
in his support. It ia said that the breaob 
between Gov. Bradley and his friend* 
and the friends of Mr. Bailey, including 
Dr. W. Godfrey Hunter, Mayor Tod.l, of 
Louisville, and the memben of the State 
Campaign Committee, has become Beri< 
oua. 

The feeling has cultniaated in a re- 
fual of many of the friends of Gov. 
Bradley to support Bailey in any way, 
becansd they claim that he represents 
the Hunter faction in Bepublican poli- 
tics. As a result no speecbea will be 
made for Bailey by Gov. Bradley or by 
hit friends, and they will give him no 
support whatever, asserts the Louisville 
Courier-Journal. ' 

An incident to show the way things 
are going occurred at Greenup, the home 
of Lieut. Gov. W. J. Worthington, when 
Attorney General Taylor, a close frieml 
and advisor of Dr. Hunter, spoke there 
for Bailey. The local BepiAlican com- 
mittee in charge of the speaking invited 
Lieut Gov. Worthington to preside at 
the meeting, bat on the day it was to 
take place they received a cool note from 
Mr. Worthington declining the invitation. 
In his note the Lieutenant Governor 
gave as his reason that the Attorney 
General had criticised his refusal to rule 
in favor of taking a ballot for United 
States Senator on the first day the extra 
session of the Legislature met in March 
last. 

" It is well known," said a leading Re- 
publioan official, "that Dr. Hunter, who 
was nominated by the Republican can* 
cas, wanted a ballot taken on the first 
day the Leg^lature met in extra session, 
and that he attributes his defeat to the 
refusal of the Lieutauant Governor |to 
rule to suit him, and that he has no use 
for the Lieutenant Governor. This being 
known, and the further fact that the 
Lieutenant Governor has no use for Dr. 
Hunter, explains his reifaaal to aid Bailey, 
the Republican nomiiiee. He will not 
speak for Bailey, nor will Governor Brad- 
ley nor his friends. I look for a violent 
explosion before ten diiys have rolled 
around. If Dr. Hunter gets out of his 
trouble at Frankfort he will at once begin 
work againtt the Governor, and will try 
bis best to defeat him." 

The meeting referred to at Greenup 
was the opening of the campaign at that 
point, and a high old time tl^ey had. 
There were four or five free-for-all fights 
Fdnrlng the day, and a drunken mob al- 
I moat took posaesaionofthe town.
